Two Hundred and Sixty to Be 
Sold From Demonstra- 
tion Farms. 


To study at first hand the agricul- 
tural school systems of Denmark, Ger- 
many, and Norway and Sweden, the 
Hon. Duncan Marshall, minister of 
agriculture, will visit those countries 
during the coming summer, From be- 
ing in a state of national bankruptcy 
fifty years ago, Denmark has become 
the most prosperous agricultural coun- 
try in the world, and this has been 
largely done through her system of 
agricultural education and co-opera- 
tion. Mr, 
the system of co-operative societies 
which are being operated by the 
farmers of Denmark, The _ minister 
will leave early in June for Europe, 
While there he will also attend the 
Highland society agricultural show in 
Scotland and the Royal society show in 
England. 

Seeding Conditions Excellent. 

“The rains of last night and the snow 
of today will do a great deal of good,” 
said the Hon, Duncan Marshall, mints- 
ter of agriculture, today. Mr. Marshall 
has traveled through a large part of 
southern Alberta during the past week 
and he states that the farmers are 
everywhere on the land, At the Clares- 
holm demonstratl6n farm, he said, 
seeding was being done under better 
conditions than ever before, The land 
js In better shape than last spring in 
most places.. A large amount of sum- 
mer fallowing was done last year, 
which has enabled the farmers to get 
on the land sooner this spring, The 
summer fallowing should also result in 
heavier yields and less weeds, 

Good Price for Steers. 

The steers that have been fed during 
the winter on the various demonstra- 
tion farms are being sold this week, 
On account of the splendid condition of 
the animals a very good price has been 
obtained from Pat Burns. This bunch 
of steers contains three animals of such 
outstanding quality as beef animals 
that they are probably the best that 
Pat Burns has ever bought in Alberta. 

Two hundred and sixty-five head 
from the Claresholm, Olds and Sedge- 
wick farms are being shipped to Cal- 
gary Wednesday, and those from 
Stony Plain and Vermilion will be 
shipped later in the week to Edmonton.

SAYS VOLUNTEER SYSTEM 
PROVED DISMAL FAILURE 


Univermal Compulsion in His 
Opinion Would Aid Civil 
Education, 


That Canada already has an act by 
which: every able-bodied man between 
the ages of 18 and 45 may be compelled 
to go to war tn the event of threatened 
invasion, and has had since 1868, but 
that it has become a dead letter be- 
cause no occasion has ever arisen for 
its being put into force, was the rather 
startling statement made at the Cana- 
dian club luncheon this afternoon in 
the Empire auditorium by Geo, M, El- 
Nott, of Toronto, secretary “of tho 
Canadian Defence league, 

Mr, Elliott asked why it was'tiat ab- 
solutely no preparations had been maitle 
or were being made for training the 
men of Canada who could be com- 
pelled by law to go to war. In short, 
he stated that this country already has 
compulsory universal military service, 
but not universal training for it, 

Thinks It a Duty. 

“If it be a duty,” he asked, “to de- 
fend one’s country in the face of 
danger, aoes it cease to be a duty it 
the danger is not immediately im- 
minent? 

“If you went to your city commis- 
sloners and asked them to disband the 
police force because no thieves or law 
breakers were seen on the streets, they 
would no doubt tell you that the 
general good of the community re- 
quired the maintenance of a_ police 
force, as law breakers donot give 
notice of their performances in ad- 
Vance, 

"In civic affairs Edmonton is pre- 
paring for the future, by bullding fine 
streets and buildings, In national 
affairs you are preparing by buliding 
railways and so on, yet in international 
affairs you are not preparing at all. 

“Taxation is necessary, but 
must be equitable to be just, and 
if we admit that we shall have wni- 
versal compulsion of our pockets to pay 
for war, Why should we not do the same 
with our bodies? 

Are Free Men. 

“Some will say that this would not 
be just, as we are free men, but the 
state already demands the sacrifice of 
our bodies, for instance in a court 
jaction, when one is compe ‘lled to appear 
{in a court at a stated date, whether he 
wishes or not.” 

Mr. Elliott went on to show that the 
volunteer system was a failure and 
that every country which is known as 
great, except the United States and 
Great Britain, did not depend on it, but 
had some form of military training. 

He stated that Switzerland, with a 
population of 4,500,000, had 490,000 
trained men, while Canada, with a 
population of 8,000,000, has only 60,000, 
}On the other hand, it costs Canada 
$9,500,000 a year, against $8,250,000 for 
Switzerland, or $159.44 per year per

While there has been as yet no in- 
vestigation in Alberta which would give 
any conclusive evidence as to the 
number of defective children or adults 
within the meaning of the term “men- 
tal defective," Mr, Chadwick states 
that it “is well known that there are a 
certain number of imbeciles and idiots 
in institutions throughout’ the pro- 
vince, and that there are many others 
who are being cared for tn private 
homes by parents or relations.” 


How Defectives are Produced. 

Instances are given by Mr. Chadwick 
of boys and girls who have come to the 
attention of his department and who 
are absolutely incapable of distinguish- 
ing between right and wrong. As an! 
example of how these children are in- 
creasing in number he cites the follow- 
Ing: 

“A case came to the notice of this de- 
partment during the past year, in 
which a woman who was the mother of 
three illegitimate children, came to this 
country from the back district of Hast- 
ings County, Ontario, and was living 
with a man whom she had picked up in 
Alberta, This man was of as low a 
mental type as the woman, and the wo- 
man {is the unfortunate yictim of any 
man who happens to come her way, It 
is impossible to confine her in an in- 
sane asylum, as she is not insane, She 
is of a little higher type than an im- 
becile and is capable of performing the 
ordinary duties of her Ufe, but she 1s 
absolutely incapable of distinguishing 
between right and wrong, and feels 
that there is no harm in her apprehend- 
ing, or having her children apprehend, 
anything that she may require. 

“These children have been a cost to 
the state from the beginning, and will 
continue to be 80, 

“The menace of this woman to soc- 
jety, is far greater than if she were 
violently insane, as the mental defec- 
tive strain 1s bound to show jin all the 
children to whom’ she becomes a 
mother, and the children in turn will 
transmit the same defect to thelr pro- 
geny, and this constantly increasing 
problem will haye to be taken care of 
by the state In the future, 

Segregation Is the remedy for the 
evil which Mr, Chadwick suggests, 
“Mental deficiency,” hoe says “will al- 
ways be with us, but there is no pow 
sible excuse for the raising of this 
unfortunate class merely on the 
wrounds of fear of interference with the 
personal rights of subjects. The ex- 
cuse that one frequently hears fox the 
delay in dealing with this important 
matter, is that it is detter that 100 of 
these unfortunates shputd’ be allowed 
to mingle with society, than a mistake 
be made, and one child suffering from 
retarded development be ckgised as a 
mental defective. This is an excuse 
which will not hold water, 

Legislators should be brought face to 
face with this subject and it should he 
dealt with In a decided and prompt 
manner. Money spent In eliminating 
this unfortunate class from society by 
segregation all over the dominion, will 
be returned a thousandfold tn the high- 
er mental development and stronger 
race of people of the future.

EARL OF DERBY IS 
HEARD IN A TIMELY 
SPEECH ON IRELAND 


London, April 20.—The Earl of Derby 
who is often regarded as the dark 
horse of the Unjonist party and spoken 
,of as the future Unionist premier, made 
jan interesting speech at Southport on 
Saturday on the Irish question. 

“If | believed the party to which I 
jbelong was deliberately setting itself 
to make the army disobey the funda- 
mental rule of discipline 1 would not 
jhave the slightest hesitation in leaving 
‘that party and denouncing it for what 
lit had done,” exclaimed Lord Berby, 

He agreed with the description of 
“Hellish intention” concerning the act- 
fon of certain members of the cabinet 
to provoke an insurrection in Ulster 
by thelr speech. He was one who, three 
years ago would have asked his audl- 
ence to resist home rule as a general 
principal and without any advance 
towards a settlement. 

He believed it was a bad thing for 
the country as a whole and did not be- 
Heve that any concession could make it 
better, but he said he must at the same 
time admit that within the last year 
fresh passions had been aroused, and 
it would not be possible now to go 
back to the possession, which, grandu- 
ally to a certain extent had been 
abandoned. Therefore, said Lord Der- 
by, he was prepared himself to see con- 
cessions made on his side if conces- 
sions were made on the other side. He 
did not quite see, he confessed, how this 
could be brought about, but many pro- 
blems could be solved by thinking, 


Two Airmen Killed. 


Bue, France, April 20.—The aviator 
Francols De Roy and Marce Dablin, 
who was making a flight with him, 
were burned to death as a result of a 
collision In the air yesterday, Thou- 
sands of spectators witnessed the accl- 
dent. De Roy's machine and another 
piloted by the aviator Bedault, with a 
passenger, Pelladeu, came together with 
a crash in mid-air. Evidently the 
gasoline tanks exploded, for both

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NEW LIGHT DAWNS UPON 

ONTARIO FARMERS 

Ontario farmers, inaugurating a United Farmers’ association 
for that province, find that when it comes to establishing a co- 
operative marketing and purchasing branch in connection therewith | 
there is lacking the necessary legislation to permit them to organize 
their business in a manner which will be of any tangible benetit to| 
them. 

The failure to provide this legislation necessary to the estab- 
lishment of farmers’ co-operative buying and selling associations lies, 
so the Ontario farmers appear to believe, at the door of the 
dominion government, which has more than once been asked for 
such laws as will permit farmers in any part of the dominion to estab- 
lish themselves as co-operative associations in about the same way 
that mechanics form themselves into trades unions. But for reasons 
which will be clearly understood by those who appreciate the 
relationships which exist between the government at Ottawa and 
the various manufacturers’ associations, wholesale and retail guilds 
and the commission interests, the legislation has never passed. 

Alberta and Saskatchewan farmers met this very same obstacle 
when they set out to establish co-opérative elevators and other 
similar co-operative enterprises. But their way out was so simple 
that the significance of the failure of the dominion legislation never 
occurred to them with full force. They merely turned to the pro- 
vincial governments, which not only gave the necessary legislation, 
but in the case of the creameries, supplied all the capital, took all the 
risk and guaranteed the management, and in the case of the elevators, 
guaranteed 85 per cent of the capital. 2 

Ontario farmers are in no such fortunate position, With a 
conservative government in power at Ottawa and another conser- 
vative government in power at Toronto, they have nowhere to turn 
for a sympathetic hearing to their demands for the legislation which 
will help them to help themselves through co-operation, ; 

When Ontario farmers thoroughly grasp the import of this 
fact, there will be no more conservative governments, either at 
Toronto or in Ottawa. 


HOW ABOUT THE 
LESSON TO SOCIETY? 

“Whitey Lewis’? was only twelve years old when he came with 
his parents to this continent from Poland. They were poor and 
they were Jews and the Jewish longing for freedom was what brought 
them from a land of oppression to the new world. Instead of the 
land of liberty which they sought they found themselves in the 
tenement district in New York's east side, the most crowded plat in 
the world. Street life was the only life the boy had a chance to 
know, and in the streets were criminals. At 16 he was arrested for 
petty larceny and sent to the reformatory. He was paroled and 
turned back into the streets. Twice again he was sentenced for 
similar offences, served his term and was turned back into the 
streets. Then he joined the army, slashed a man who taunted him 
because he was a Jew, was imprisoned—dishonorably discharged— 
and turned back into the streets. Big Jack Zelig, the leader of the 
gun men he met only one year before the Rosenthal murder. 

For the killing of Rosenthal, “Whitey Lewis’ and three other 
gun men whose antecedents and environment were much the same 
have been legally put to death; and their execution is supposed to 
teach a lesson to other budding criminals. 

But the tenements are still there, and the streets, and millions 
more quite as impressionable as “Whitey Lewis’? was at 12/ are 
coming from Poland or elsewhere to receive their education in the 
surroundings which society afforded the gun men. 

How about the lesson to society?

ARMORIES, BATTLESHIPS 
AND INDUSTRIES 

While Sam Hughes is building armories all over the dominion 
and while Robert Laird Borden is still insisting that the dominion 
should hand over thirty-five million for the construction of battle- 
ships, what has happened to the scheme started by the Laurier gov- 
ernment to improve the navigation of the Saskatchewan? : 

On the Ohio river, a stream no more susceptible to navigation 
than the Saskatchewan were it improved only slightly, millions and 
millions of tons of coal are forwarded every year in scows which 
carry the fuel down stream from the mines to consumers. — The 
cost of freight is so cheap that the railways have given up trying to 
compete. 

Edmonton, at the head of navigation on the Saskatchewan, is 
situated on the edge of the largest lignite field on the continent. 
Below there are no fuel deposits, but there are plenty of potential 
customers and the number is increasing every year. It4ook an order 
from the railway commissioners reducing freights to get a rate from 
the railways which will let Edmonton lignite into Saskatoon. But 
with proper navigation, Edmonton lignite should go to Winnipeg. 

However, armories and battleships are of more importance 
in the eyes of the government which sits at Ottawa than the devel- 
opment of an industry. 

GLASGOW’S MOST 
VALUABLE ASSET 

The Glasgow municipally-owned street railway carried last year 
the amazing total of three hundred and forty million passengers on 
a system which operates a string of cars that, placed end to end, 
would stretch five miles along the track. It’s rails cover ninety-nine 
miles of streets, its receipts are more than five million dollars a year, 
it has turned over to the common good fund of the city surpluses 
totalling more than.two million and a half, it employs 5,700 persons, 
pays good wages and gives cheaper fares than any privately-owned 
street railway system in the world. The entire cost of the system, 
capital, depreciation, operating expense and every other expense 
has been met out of the receipts and plans at present in hand con- 
template the extension of the system so as to enlarge the boundaries 
of the territory in which employees of factories, shipyards and 
ottices may live and conveniently reach their work by more than 
double, 

Municipal ownership of street railways may be considered an 
experiment in some cities, but not in Glasgow. In the Scotch 
metropolis it has long since passed that stage. It is a gigantic success. 
Giasgow people count the street railway and its franchise as the 
city’s most valuable asset.

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HISTORY, 


Major-general T. Bland Strange, at 
the head of an army of 650 men, com- 
posed chiefly of the Sixty-fifth Bat- 
talion and the Winnipeg: Provisional 
Battalion, with a few mounted police 
and scouts, left Calgary 29 years ago 
today to march to Edmonton, as a 
part of the military movement for the 
suppression of the Riel rebellion. Gen. 
Strange was an officer of long experi- 
ence who had spent many years in 
military organization work in the Do- 
minion. Strange’s army was the last 
of the three columns to begin its 
march, Middleton's column had spent 
nine days on the march from Swift 
Current to Battleford. Strange’s divi-+ 
sion covered the 195 miles between 
Calgary and Edmonton, in 16 days, 
reaching the latter settlement on May 
Sth, No difficulties of moment were 
encountered on the way, other than 
the obstacles of nature, and the 
troops were given a rousing recep: 
tion when they reached Edmonton. 
The country around only carried away 
and destroyed property, burned houses 
and assaulted women, but had also 
killed a number of settlers, At Frog's 
Lake nine men, among two priests, 
were slain, while the women had been 
carried away to a captivity worse than 
death, The Frog's lake settlement 
was distant about 200 miles from BEd- 
monton, and near Fort Ditt, where 
there was a small garrison of mounted 
police under Inspector Dickins, The 
fate of the police was unknown, and 
Gen. Strange decided to go to their 
rescue, and also to seek revenge the 
murdered settlers. Arrived at Fort 
Pitt, {t was found deserted and it was 
later learned that Dickins and his 
men, after a long resistance, had con- 
trived to escape to Battleford, At the 
approach of the army Big Bear oc- 
cupied an impregnable position at 
Frenchman's Butte. Strange awaited 
reinforcements at Fort Pitt, but Big 
Bear managed to evade the pursuit, 
but later voluntarily surrendered.

Then comes the Royal 
Academy dinner, at which custom pre- 
scribes that the royal family and the 
cabinet must be represented, and from 
which the fair sex is excluded. 

Tho “private view" is accurately dos- 
cribed, except that it is not private and 
the crush js s0 great that it is almost 
impossible to view the paintings. 
Everybody who is anybody must go, 
however, and those Americans who are 
excluded from Burlington House on 
that day .of fate may as well return 
home and try to forget. True, they may 
Jater visit the gallery and study the 
works of art in a leisurely and comfort- 
able manner—but who wants to do 
that?

FIRST THINGS 
Cartier 


The first white man to penetrate into 
the inteyior of what ts not the Domin- 
fon of Canada was Jacques Cartier, a 
Breton mariner, who sailed ‘on his 
first voyage to the New World, with 
two small ships and 120 men, from St. 
Malo 880 years ago today. Cartier 
passed along the shores of Newfound- 
land and Prince Edward Island and 
landed on the shores of New Bruns- 
wick, where he was welcomed’ by 
friendly Indians. Tater he set up a 
cross on the Gaspe shore and, salling 
past the entrance to the St. Lawrence, 
returned to France. On his second 
voyage In 1536 Cartier sailed up the 
St. Lawrence to the sites of Quebec 
and Montreal, then occupled by Indian 
villages. After a winter of terrible 
suffering, during which many of the 
adventures died, Cartier returned home 
taking with him “King” Donnacona 
and nine chiefs as trophies. This 
treachery turned the Indians against 
the whites, and tho Indians, destined 
never to see their native land again, 
left a legacy of woe to the future 
French settlers {n Canada. Cartier 
made a third voyage to Canada tn 
1541, but by that time he was utterly 
weary of adventuring and soon return- 
ed home to die In peace,

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75th Birthday of King 
Charles I. of Rumania, 

Rumania’s rise from a position of 
slavish subjection to Turkey to a free 
and independent nation, the most pro- 
gressive and enlightened of the Ballan 
states, has been accomplished during 
the reign of one monarch, Charles I, 
who was born a Prince of Hohenzol- 
lern-Sigmaringen just three-quarters 
of a century ago today, April 20, 1839, 
He was elected prince or hospodar of 
/Rumania by a plebiscite on April 20, 
, 1866, his 27th birthday, and was crown- 
ed king in 1881. 

The territory of Rumania, recently 
increased by a conquest of a valuable 
stretch of country from Bulgaria, com- 
prises the old Danubian principalities 
of Wallachia and Moldavia, of which 
the capitals were Bucharest, now the 
seat of government of the kingdom, and 
Jassy, respectively, These provinces 
formed a part of the ancient Dacta, a 
Roman province which was subdued by 
Trajan in 106, In the following cen- 
tury Decia was abandoned to the Goths, 
and subsequently It was successively 
held by the Huns, the Scythians, by 
Charlemagne, and by the Magyars and 
the Turks. Russia annexed a part of 
Moldavia about a century ago, and in 
}1821 Wallachia and Moldavia were 
‘placed under the protection of the Czar, 
although still Turkish territory. In 
1854 the Russians quit the provinces, 
but the Austrihns entered and remain- 
ed until the government of the princl-

palities was settled at a Paris confer- 
ence, whereby there were to be two 
princes or hospodars, chosen by elec- 
tive assemblages, and the suzertinty of 
Turkey was to be preserved, Alexan- 
der Couza was elected hospodar of 
both provinces. The unlon of the pro- 
vinces under the name of Rumania was 
proclaimed and acknowledged by the 
Porte in 1861, Five years later 2 re- 
volution forced the abdication of Prince 
Couza. The provisional government 
offered the crown to the Count otf 
Flanders, fathers of the present king 
of Belgium, but he refused it, as later 
he renounced his rights to the Belgian 
succession, 

Prince Charles of Hohenzollern—Sig- 
maringen was elected hospodar in 1866, 
and his arrival in Bucharest was mark- 
ed by onthusilastic demonstrations, 
Later {n the same year he was recog- 
nized by the Ports and was received at 
Constantinople, In 1869 Prince Charles 
married Princes Paullne Elrabeth Ot- 
tillie Louise of Neuweld, the beautiful 
and charming woman who was destined 
to occupy the Rumanian throne as 
Queen Elizabeth, and to win world- 
wide fame as a writer under the pen 
name of Carmen Sylva. 

In 1877, with the powerful aid of 
Russia, Rumania began her war for 
freedom from the Turkish yoke, and in 
1878 was declared independent, The 
Prince and Princess were crowned In 
1881. The “father of his country,” as 
the Rumanians call King Charles, had 
no son, and the right of succession re- 
verts to his nephew, Prince Ferdinand, 
son of Prince Leopold of Hohenzol- 
lern-Sigmaringen. Ferdinand is now in 
his 49th year and {a tho father of six 
sons, 80 there {js little danger that the 
royal house of Rumania will become 
extinct. 


Cardinal Farley, the poor Irish lad 
who has become archbishop of New 
York and a prince of the church, was 
born at Newton Hamilton, Country Ar- 
magh, 72 years ugo today, Tho Cardi- 
nal, who {s the head of a dlocese with 
a Catholic population of nearly a mil- 
lion and a quarter, has completed plans 
for a pilgrimage to Rome, and will 
soon sa{l for the Eternal City, The dis- 
tinguished churchman’s father was the 
keeper of an inn and “pub” in County 
Armagh. Tho future Cardinal was only 
seven when both parents died, and 
“Johnny” was apprenticed first to a 
liquor dealer and later to a tobaccon- 
ist. Through the assistance of an uncle 
who had emigrated to America, he was 
educated for the priesthood at Troy, N, 
Y., and Rome, and ordained In 1870. 


FRANCE SHOWS

Paris, April 20.—A moboliization of 
French troops of the Montbeliard dis- 
trict at Belfort, although caused by a 
mistake, has served to demonstrate 
French preparedness along the fron 
tier.

BE ENDED IN 1930 


Socialists and Clericals Ac- 
cuse Government for Per- 
petuating It in Africa, 


GOVERNMENT MADE DENIAL 


Opposes Direct Emancipation, 
Declaring It Would Ruin 
Many Planters. 


Berlin, April 20.—A brief, defending 
slavery for the colontles, declaring that 
{ts Immediate abolition would lead to| 
native risings, is handed in by the! 
fovernor of German Eest Africa, Dr, 
Schnee. In response to a resolution 
passed by the relchstag last year, call- | 
{Ing for the termfnation of household | 
slavery by January 1, 1920, Dr, Schnee | 
has reported that there are about 
185,000 slaves In the colony at present, 
many of them captives In wars as late 
as 1905 and 1906, while others are being 
{Imported even today from Portuguese 
Bast Africa and British Cape Colony. 
But the number is steadily growing 
less, 

A law passed a few years ago 
liberates all children of household 
slaves born after 1905; deaths are fur- 
ther reducing the number of slaves; 
many are able to buy their liberty for 
sums ranging from $2 to $15, and tn 
addition many owners are voluntarily 
giving their slaves freedom. 

The governor predicts that slavery 
practically will have ceased to exist 
without further restrictive measures by 
1930, and pleads against setting any 
fixed date for a general emancipation, 
which he declares would ruin many 
plantation owners, provoke rebellion 
among the native farmers and cost the 
government at least $2,000,000 to In- 
demnify owners for the loss of their 
property. 

The governor uses arguments that 
had a familiar ring in the United States 
lwixty years ago, Ife says that the 
negro by no means feels the lack of 
personal liberty as a hardship, that the 
slavery is a decidedly patriarchal 
character, that the labor exacted 4s 
light, and that they are given certain 
days each week to cultivate their own 
little garden. By a general emancipa- 
tion the aged slayes, who are now fed 
and sheltered by thelr owners when no 
longer able to work, would be thrown 
destitute upon the world. 

In discussion of the report in the 
budget committee of the relchstag the 
socialists and clericals sharply criti- 
cised the attitude of the government, 
behind which, they averred, was the 
self-interest of the plantation owners, 
seeking a cheap supply of labor. Ad- 
vertisements from colonial newspapers 
offering to sell or buy slaves were read 
by the soclalists, who declared that the 
government was favoring and even 
promoting the slave trade, and a 
clerical leader alleged that German 
planters organize regular man hunts to 
get labor for their plantations. 

Dr. Solf, secretary of state for the 
colonies, admitted that the law had 
been interpreted to justify compulsory 
recrulting of native labor for planta- 
tions, and that grave Infringements of 
the law had been committed by native 
soldiers with the knowledge and con- 
sent of their white officers.

Vienna, April 20.—“The Emperor 
Francis Joseph passed a fairly com- 
fortable night. His health is not un- 
| satis sfactory.” This was the official

Alterations have just been enacted 
by order In counctl of the = 


Budapesth 
A bulletin issued early {n the morn- 


gSovernor and council to the regulations 
made by the provincial board of 
health under the public health act, 
| These alterations refer to meat inspec- 
tion in towns, cities and villages, 

The new regulations provide that in 
towns and cities which have a muni- 
cipal abattoir no meat shall be offered 
for sale unless the animals are 
slaughtered in the municipal abattoir. 
It is incumbent upon towns and cities, 
providing municipal abattoirs, to pro- 
vide colj storage accommodation tn 
Bona fide farm- 
irrespective of 
the foregoing regulation, meat which 
has been killed by him or his em- 
| ployee on his own farm, unless he ree 
| ceives notice in writing from the local 
health board that such sale on. the 
part of the farmer {ts forbidden. 

Where there is no municipal abat- 
toir the regulations provide that the 
local slaughter houses shall be perlod- 
ically inspected by the local health of- 
ficer. The local heulth authority may 
condemn slaughter houses as tmsani- 
tary or as a menace to public health. 

The dlstribution of milk from dls- 
eased cows 1s also prohibited,

New Treaty Discussed. 

Washington, April 20.—Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice and Secretary Bryan Sat- 
urday discussed the outline 
peace commission treaty to bind the 
United States and Gieat Britain to 
submit to a commission for examina- 
tion any Issues between the two coun- 
tries which may not yet be to diplo- 
matic adjustment.
